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Anti-Catholicism Due To 
Malice Or Misrepresentation 


__ There may be no full agreement among us on interpre- 
tation and structure. Whether the Bible is or contains the 
word of God has been often debated, but the fact is that God 
has spoken to man and revealed Himself in the Bible. This 
much we most surely believe. | 


Here again he assumes the Bible to contain God’s revelatio 


while repudiating the only authority which declared to the world 


1500*years ago that it does contain it. 


But if there be disagreement in its interpretation between 
two, or among several hundred (as there are that many Protest- 
ant religious bodies in the world), then all but one interpretation 
_ of matters relating to faith or morals must be eliminated as re- 
presenting the mind of God. It is the interpretation that matters, 
and not the printed page book. Our Constitution might be made 
to support opposing views if we hadn’t a Supreme Court to in- 


terpret it. 


From here the minister goes to the present day quite com- 
mon teaching of Protestantism generally, that man is saved by 
faith. While a couple of isolated verses can be found in St. Paul’s 
Epistles which might convey that impression, one ‘must repudi- 
ate a hundred utterances of Christ and of the same Apostle in 
order to defend that primary teaching of modern Protestantism. 

There is nothing said in the Apostles’ Creed about one being 
saved by faith alone, nor in any of the other early century 
Creeds; there is no reference to that teaching in the Catacombs, 
which are filled with inscriptions and with emblems declaring 
what the primitive Christians believed and practiced. There was 
nothing said about it in the first Six General Councils of the 
Church, to which the original leaders of parent Protestant bodies 


subscribed.

Washington — (NC) — A Brook- 
lyn-born monsignor who has spent 
21 years in Korea told here about 
starvation conditions affecting 
several million persons in the 
southern part of that war-ravaged 
country. 


Msgr. George M. Carroll, M.M., 
representative of War Relief 
Services—National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference in Korea, said it 
was impossible to say precisely how 
many are starving. 


But as an indication, he pointed 
out that as high as 75 per cent of 
the patients reporting to the 
Maryknoll Sisters’ clinic at Pusan 
are undernourished. The clinic 
treats 50,000 persons a month. 


Monsignor Carroll, on a short 
visit to the U.S., came to Wash- 
ington to help launch an “Adopt- 
a-Family” drive by the National 
Council of. Catholic Women. Amer- 
ican Catholic women are being 
urged to contribute $5 each to pro- 
vide food packages for starving 
Koreans, 


Almost five million refugees are 
crowded into South Korea, he told 
reporters at the National Press 
Club. They have no resources of 
money or stamina to fall back on. 
With rice prices six times the 
normal figure, far beyond their 
meager means, many of _ the 
refugees are barely subsisting on 
bark, roots or other abnormal 
sources of food—if not actually 
starving. 

Communist guerrillas, who have 
stolen or burned food stocks in 
some areas of South Korea, and 
hindered farmers from planting, 
have helped bring about a short 
supply of food. This in turn led to 
high prices. — 

Monsignor Carroll has had first- 
hand experience with the com- 
munists, for he is Apostolic Admin- 
istrator. of Pyongyang, city now

An igloo or hovel heated by whale oil.forms the housin 
accommodations, while the latest clothing styles are fashione< 
from wild animal hides and potato sacks. | 

That's the situation existing in a large part of Apostolic 
Vicariate of Labrador which is under direction of Bishop Lionel 
Scheffer, O.M_I. 

The vicariate covers an area of 350,000 square miles, which is 
greater than that of France, but it has only 12,000 inhabitants 
most of whom are Eskimos and Indians. Among the 2,800 Eskimos 
only 25 are Catholics. | 

The difficulties of conversion are due in part to the great 
distances which divide the small groups of pagans, lack of trans- 
portation and the influence of other religions on the Eskimos 

There are no winter roads. Missionaries must travel by dog 
sled. Summer is only two months long and snow storms have been 
experienced in July. During the short summer boats are used to 
travel between a number of the missions. | 

The missions are about 300 miles apart for the most part 
Serving this vast area are 18 Oblate priests and seven Oblate 
Brothers. The main mission is at Lourdes de Blane Sablon which 
is about 800 miles from the city of Quebec. 

The priests spend much of the summer distributing food, 
medicines and clothing among the needy natives. Coal costs $100

Easy Victims 


ENOMINATIONAL papers 
have recently been devoting a 
‘great deal of space to two things: 
(1) the alleged persecutions of 
Protestants by the Catholic 
Church in several Latin countries; 
(2) the glorification of one whom 
they call a “priest-convert” to 
Protestantism. 


We could publish in this paper 
every week the account of conver- 
sions of Protestant ministers to 
the Catholic Church, but we cer- 
tainly would not permit them to 
malign or attack the religious 
bodies which they had left in favor 
of Catholicism. 


On Sunday, June 22, we carried 
refutation of the charges of per- 
secution of Protestants anywhere. 
We would request editors of sect- 
arian papers, as well as the read- 
ers of these journals, to peruse 
what we carried.

“Yet if excitement has risen high over the country, a ma- 
jority of the people may acquiesce and then it matters little 
whether what is really a revolution be accomplished by openly 
violating or by merely distorting the forms of law. To the people 
we come sooner or late; it is upon their wisdom and self-re- 
straint that the stability of the most cunningly devised scheme 


of government will in the last resort depend.” 


Fifteen years ago an attempt was made to increase the per- 
sonnel of the Supreme Court, and the late President Roosevelt 
was charged with having the very motive which Bryce feared 
some President might have. We do not make that accusation, 


against Roosevelt, but many good Americans did make it. 


On February 27, 1937, Rabbi Mann wrote to Senator James 


Lewis as follows: 


“Though I am not accustomed to write letters to my Sena- 


tors, and 


“Though I am an enthusiastic follower of the President. 


“I beg of you to vote against the President’s proposal to 


enlarge the Court, because: 


“(a) It would destroy the tripartite division of our gov- 
ernment into legislative, executive and judicial functions, and 
because: 


*“(b) It would so concentrate the power into the hands of 
the President that not only might one less wise and beneficient 
abuse it, but the government of checks and balances would no 
longer be in existence, and because: 


“(c) The next President might increase the Court again 
and the holy of holies in American life will have become dese- 
crated, and because: 

“(d) It is not a solution for, but a surrender of, our demo- 
cratic principles at a time when democracy is being challenged 
the world over, and because: 

“(e) It represents an attempt to change the rules of the 
game, notin between seasons, not even between games, but in the 
midst of a game itself. This is not the American spirit of fair 
play, and because: 

“(f) Our Constitution permits and invites changes of our 
government through amendment of the Constitution itself.

There is no doubt, all during 
his long imprisonment, that Thom- 
as More had a genuine fear of 
torture. But his good humor never 
left him. When he was first being 
taken to the Tower, an attendant 
told him to take off his upper 
garment. Pretending to misunder- 
stand, More gave him his hat! 

Later, the Lieutenant of the'| 
Tower apologized to Sir Thomas | 
for the poor conditions under | 
which ‘he was jailed.

Thomas More, who went to Mass | 
every morning and who believed | 


that nothing was so important as 
the Sacrament of the Eucharist, 
had put his judges in their place. 
Used to great power as a judge, 
he was humble in his actions be- 
fore God. Wealthy and prominent 
in the court, he was willing to give 
up everything for a matter of 
principle. All through his lfe— 
and in many books that he wrote 
—he defended the Faith. 

The same Henry who was now 
going to have him killed, this 
Henry had defended the Catholic 
Church, too (with More’s help) 
against the attacks of Martin Lu- 
ther. Years before, the Pope had 


given Henry the title of “Defender | 


of the Faith’—and now the King 
was turning traitor to his Faith for 
a woman. 

All this Saint Thomas knew and 
reflected on as he lay in jail. He 
wrote his book, “Dia'ogue of Com- 
fort Against Tribulation” while in 
prison. Finally, pen and ink were 
taken from him, and his last let- 
ters to his family were scribbled 
with charcoal. 

On July 6, 1535, Thomas More 

was told that he would be behead- 
ed at nine o’clock. When the ex- 
ecutioner appeared to be nervous, 
the Saint told him, “Pluck up thy 
spirit, man. Thou wilt do me this 
day a greater benefit than ever 
any mortal man can be able to do 
me.” Then, with his lips moving in 
prayer, his head was cut from his 
body. 
_ The life of Saint Thomas More 
is rich in such stories of his good 
humor. But it would be a tragic 
mistake to think that he was never 
serious, or that he did not under- 
stand what was really important in 
life. His writings prove how deep 
were his thoughts. Most of us have 
heard of his “Utopia,” an imagina- 
tive story of an island where a 
whole new concept of government 
was in torce. But fewer of us have 
read the Saint’s book, “Four Last 
Things,” which treats so eloquent- 
ly of death, Not many of us know 
his book with the strange title, 
“Quoth He and Quoth I,” which is 
a series Of conversations with a 
young student puzzled by the argu- 
ments of Martin Luther. In his 
“Apologia” he defends his reli- 
£10us views, and in fact the actions 
of his whole life.

Union of Church and State, where the vast majority of the people 
are of one religion, is cooperation, which is in perfect keeping | January 


with the American principle that the State exists for the people, 
and not the people for the State. It were strange if the head of a 
State, almost entirely Catholic, would not cooperate with the 
religion of, let us say, 90% of its people. 

The “union of Church and State” idea, as far as practice is 


concerned, is Protestant, and the union was always much closer | 


than it has been in Catholic countries. For instance, in England 
today the head of the Church and the head of the State is the 
identical person. The new Queen is head of the Anglican Church 
‘n England, and of the Presbyterian Church in Scotland. The 
Kaiser was head of both Church and State until the last genera- 
tion in Germany; it was true in Russia, and the Orthodox 
Churches in many countries had to become “national” because 
the civil ruler insisted on controlling it. 

We never hear Protestants talk about the “union of Church 
and State” in the Lutheran countries of Sweden, Norway, Den- 
mark. In these nations the Catholic minority has labored under 
many disabilities, and strange things were exacted of them. 
There was no freedom of conscience there. One who wished to 
embrace the Catholic faith had to have the permission of the 
civil ruler.
